BOWERS'S DOOM. 


Supreme Court Denies 
- His Petition, 


And the Wife-poisoner Must Die on 
the Scaffold. 


Another Day of the Graham Trial at 


Santa Cruz. P 


Meeting of the State Board of Edacation—Fixing 
the Prices of Text Books—Anoth>+r Plea 
for Goldenson— her Pacific 
Coast Gleanings.

SAN FRANCIsco, June 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The Supreme Court today 
affirmed the decision of the lower court in 
the case of Dr. Bowers, who was convicted 
of the murder ot his wife and sentenced to 
be hanged. 

The decision is a voluminous ‘one, and was 
written by Justice Patterson. All the Jus- 
tices concurred in denying defendant a new 
trial, and the decision leaves Dr. Bowers 
beyond the power of courts tosave. His 
only hope is interference by Gov. Water- 
man. 

SAN FRANCcIsco, June 14.-[Special.|—The 
case of Dr. J. Milton Bowers, upon which 
the Supreme Court passed its decision to- 
day, possesses peculiar interest, both from 
its being a case of conviction on evidence 
strongly circumstantial, and from the later 
interweaving with it of the celebreted Ben- 
hayon case. Mrs. Cecelia Bowers, the third 
wife of Dr. Bowers, died November 1, 
1885. Her life was insured in various s0- 
cieties for $17,000, nearly all of which was 
Bowers’s two 
other wives died under suspicious circum- 
stances, and some of her friends suspected 
foul play and asked for a coroner’s investi- 
gation, which was at first refused, but 
subsequently granted. All the testimony 
of Bowers’s medical friends was to the 
effect that Mrs. Cecilia Bowers died from 
ulceration of the stomach. Che body was 
disinterred and Dr. V. D. Johnson analyzed 
the stomach. Mrs. -Bowers died by phos- 
phorous poisoning. The Coroner’s jury 
accused Bowers of murder. On April 25, 
1857, he was found guilty inthe Superior 
Court and sentenced to be hanged. He 
appealed, and has ever since been awaiting 
the decision of the Supreme Court in the 
County Jail. 

When Henry Benhayon, Mrs. Bowers’s 
brother, was poisoned and leftan alleged 
confession declaring that he was solely 
responsible for his sister’s death, the entire 


community suspected that Bowers had en- 


aeavored to clear himself by putting Ben- 
hayon out of the way by the assistance of a 
book agent, John A. Dimmig, now await- 
ing trial for the murder of Benhayon,. The 
Supreme Court, in its decision, says: 

“The testimony introduced by the prosecu- 
tion tended to show that the case of Mrs, 
Bowers was one of slow poisoning, by the 
administration of free phosphorus, which 
produced ulceration of the stomach. The 
most that can be said against the verdict is 
that it depends entirely upon circumstantial 
evidence, and that the evidence as to the 
circumstances is conflicting. But the ex- 
perts who testified were shown to be coim- 
petent to speak. The jury heard their evi- 
dence, passed upon their credibility and 
are the sole judges of the weight to be 
given the testimony of each witness, Con- 
ceding that the deceased was poisoned, as 
claimed by the prosecution, it-is still con- 
tended that the evidence is insufficient to 
show that defendant administered the 
poison to her,. and that if she was killed 
with phosphorus, there is stronger evidence 
to prove thatsome person other than de- 
fendant administered it to her than there 
is to prove that defendant administered it. 
But here again, there is evidence, although 
conflicting as to defendant’s treatment of 
his wife during lifetime, and the fact that 
he expected to receive a large sum of money 
upon her death, that he treated her cruelly 
there is abundant evidence, andasto the 
means and opportunity to commit, there is 
no question. It was for the jury to say, 
from all circumstances of the case, after 
they became satisfied that deceased was 
killed by phosphérus, who administered it, 
and for what purpose.”’ . 

The court carefully reviews each excep- 
tion taken and finds no error committed in 
the lower court. As to newly-discovered 
evidence bearing on it, such as Kenhayon’s 
confession, the court says: “We have no 
authority to consider these matters as thus 
presented. They are no part of the record 
sent to us-from the court below, and there 
isno provision of law by which newly-dis- 
covered evidence may be presented to this 
court in the first instance. ‘The remedy in 
such cases rests with the Executive. He 
alone can afford relief.” 

When Chief Jailer Rogers’ informed 
Bowers of the decision, the prisoner Said it 
was nothing more than he expected. but 
he thought the whole proceedings would 
have to be revieved on accountof the Ben- 
hayon incident. W.

WHAT THE KAILROADERS SAY 
ABOUT THE BROTHKRHOOD. 


The Strike Is Over According to the 
C., B. & Q. People—ihe Fresno 
Branch of the Southern Pacific 


The Fresno branch of the Southern Pa- 
cific, though not yet entirely completed, is 
to be opened and the first trains put on to- 
day. ‘The road is something over 100 
miles long. It leaves the Southern Pacific 
main line at Fresno, taking an eastward 
course, and passes through some very rich 
portions of the San Joaquin Valley, which 
have up to this time had ho railroad facili- 
ties. Passing through the valley a dis- 
tance of 99 miles, it joins the main line a 
second time at Piso, a small station just 
south of Tulare. Between 90 and 109 miles 
of road is now completed, and the remain- 
der will be pushed through after the trains 
have been put on the completed part. 

Eighteen carloads ot cattle from Phoenix 
passed through for San Francisco yesterday. 

Seventeen carloads of wine went east 
from Los Angeles yesterday. Both wine 
and brandy shipments are very heavy now; 
in fact, they are about the only articles 
sent out at this particular time of the year. 

On the sidetracks and spur at Florence 
there are now, and have been for two 
weeks, nearly 300 cars loaded with lumber 
destined for Los Angeles. The lumber- 
yards of the city are so small that they can 
at no time accommodate more than half a 
dozen cars at onetime, The lumber has 
been brought from San Pedro, and has ac- 
cumulated at Florence on account of the 
yards here not being able to receive and 
unload them as fastas they come. A train 
load is brought in every night and distrib- 
uted areund to the various yards. ' 

San Bernardino is erying aloud for a 
short road up into the mountains to bring 
down the immense amount of Jumber up 
there. A Kansas City capitalist has lately 
been in that city, and after looking Over 
the ground, has promised the people to 
build an inmense sawmillin the pine dis- 
trict and run the desired road to it. 

THE CHICAGO, BURLINGTON AND QUINCY. 

There was considerable talk in railroad 
circles yesterday about the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy circular, issued by the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, de- 
claring the strike not yet off. Old heads 
say that the circulation of such a paper is 
decidedly unwise in the brotherhood, and 
may give them trouble that they do not look 
for. It will have the effect of keeping the 
“Q” constantly on its guard, and since they 
know that the feeling against them it being 
so sedulously kept alive, they will use every 
possibie effort heretofore not used to down 
the engineers as well as the other strikers, 
Other roads will also be on the alert. - 

Friends of the “‘Q”’ answer the charge that 
the road is employing incompetent men 
by saying that there have not been, since the 
strike, as many accidents and delays to 
trains as occurred in the same length of 
time previous to the —, when the 
brotherhood engineers were in. The en- 
gineers themselves maintain that 
the percentage of small accidents is at least 
one-fourth greater since they went out, due 
to incompetency and mismanagement. 

The engineers and firemen on the local 
roads the brotherhood is right, and they 
will stick to whatever it says as the truth. 
They hold that it is too large an organiza- 
tion to resort to the publication of such 
statements if they were not true. 

On the other side of the question THE

Meeting of the National Committee to Arrange 
Preliminaries: of the Convention — The

Press.| Just before noon today the mem- 
bers of the Republican National Committee 
assembled in their headquarters to settle all 
preliminaries of the convention. Hon. B. 
F. Jones, chairman of the committee, pre- 
sided. Twenty-eight States were repre- 
sented by members or by proxy. Seated 
about the long. table were the following 
gentlemen: Gen. Powell Clafton of Ar- 
kansas, Ff, F. Putney of Georgia, David T.

Hobart of New Jersey, A. L. Conger of 
Ohio, Horace A, Jenks of Rhode lsiand, W. 


Texas, George W. Hooker of Vermont, 
Hatry ©. Payne of Wisconsin, Olark

M. Carey of Idaho. 

The proceedings were opened by Mr. 
Clarkson on behalf of the sub-committee of 
arrangements; making a report concerning 
the plan of seating that had been adopted. 
The allotment of 200 more tickets to the 
convention than the original 700 proposed 
was the subject of debate. Asaresult the 
number of tickets for local distribution was 
decreased, being restricted from a total of 
900 to 860. 

Mr. Clarkson called attention to the mat- 
ter of selecting a chaplain. Several mem- 
bers of the committee at once interjected 
that a different chaplain every morning was 
desirable. One committeeman - mischiev- 
ously proposed that no chaplain be selected 
by the name of Burchard.

Chairman Jones thought the. officers of 
the convention would have enough to do to 
attend to their own prayers.

Without taking up the contests, of which 
there are several, inciuding the important 
one from Virginia, between the Mahone 
and Riddleberger delegations, or the ap- 
pointment of temporary officers for the con- 
vention in which so much interest centers, 
the committee at 1 pe adjourned until 8 
o’clock tomorrow night. 

A GRESHAM-HARRISON COMBINATION. 

The first combination between any two 
leading candidates for the Presidency was 
brought to a culmination today. The 
friends of Harrison and Gresham met 
quietly, and in a short time their forces 
were*harmonious. was an Indiana 
family gathering.

THE COAST DELEGATES. 


Their Stop at Denver—Blaine Their

DENVER (Colo.), June 14.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} A portion of the Pacific 
Coast delegation, consisting of California, 
Oregon and Nevada, arrived in this city at 
6 this morning on the Union Pacific.

Press.| At the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission investigation today, Pool Commis- 
sioner Albert Frink resumed the witness 
stand, and the question of ocean rates, in 
reference to the export of grain, was taken 
up.

He 
admitted that during the demoralization of 
rates the Pennsylvania Railroad allowed 
the Inman Steamship Line 50 per cent. on 
through rates. Wilson said tbat, within 
the past 72 hours he had received 
information that through rates from 
Chicago by way of Boston were less than 
the export rates from Bosten. He admitted 
that his company.charged more for carryin 
the same commodity to New York than it 
did for shipment to Liverpool.
